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8 fire departments 
battle blaze at 
VBT apartments

Seven fire departments helped Van Buren 
Township fire fighters battle a blaze that 
erupted at about 9:23 p.m. ina vacant upper 
apartment in Building 34 of The Waverly 
(formerly Harbour Club apartments). 

About 30 apartments were vacated and 
residents were unable to return for their 
belongings. 

VBT Fire Chief David MclInally said 
they are still investigating, but they believe 
the fire started after work was being done 
Friday in the apartment and workers left 
the bathroom vent fan on over the weekend 
to clear the air. 

When they came back on Monday, they 
saw the fan had burned up and caused a fire 
that was out, Chief MclInally said. They 
confirmed the fire was out but called the 
fire department around 5 p.m. to check. 
McInally said fire fighters pulled out a 
bunch of material from the area and used 
their thermo camera and confirmed the fire 
was out. 

He said workers went back and checked 
the area to confirm, yet again, there was 
no fire, McInally said. Then, they checked 
again, he said. 

“We believe this is the cause,” said 
MclInally of the blaze, noting there could 
have been embers down the line that they 
could not see. The investigation continues. 

McInally said he was on the first engine 
that arrived at the scene after the 7:23 p.m. 
dispatch and fire was blazing up through 
the roof of Building 34. He said the fire 
burned across the roof and then down the 
side, with water and smoke damage to 
apartments below and around the fire. He 
said the damage can be seen from Denton 
Road, but most damage is between the 
buildings. 

McInally said because of the high heat

Motorcyclist dies after two-vehicle collision on Savage 


Jeremy Dezmond Holifield, 34, of Van 
Buren Township, died after the motorcycle 
he was riding collided with another vehicle 
as he was eastbound on Savage Road at 
about 1:30 p.m. Sunday. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Kenneth 
Floro said the Public Safety Department 
and Huron Valley Ambulance were 
dispatched to Savage Road near the 
Wildbrook subdivision on the report of 
a two-vehicle, head-on collision that 
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involved a motorcycle. 
Lt. Floro said the preliminary investigation 
showed the driver of the second vehicle 
was a 21-year-old Van Buren Township 
resident that was driving a 2016 Nissan 
Rogue westbound on Savage, turning 
southbound onto Wildbrook Drive, when 
she collided with the motorcycle. 
Holifield received significant injuries 
during the accident and was pronounced 
dead at the scene. The female driver was 
treated at the scene by HVA paramedics 


and transported to St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital for evaluation. 

The VBT Accident Investigation Team 
was called to the scene to conduct a follow- 
up investigation, collect data and secure 
physical evidence. Savage Road was 
closed for several hours Sunday afternoon 
for the investigation.

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VBT board approves shakeup in employees, raises for board

There have been a lot of retirements 
at Van Buren Township, so the board 
of trustees at its May 18 zoom meeting 
approved restructuring of employees — and 
5% raises for elected township officials. 

Dan Selman, executive assistant to 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara, said 
that the assistant director of parks and 
recreation retired, along with the water 
and sewer director and water and sewer 
superintendent. He said also a lot of salaries 
are not in line with other communities 
and they have reevaluated compensation 
township-wide. 

Supervisor McNamara said they have 
planned a bedrock for the township to 
grow to a premier community. 

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter explained the restructuring: 

e Dan Selman’s title changes from 
Executive Assistant to Deputy Supervisor; 

e Elizabeth Renaud becomes Community 
Services Director with the new job 
description approved. She will head the 
combined services of Parks, Recreation, 
Senior Center, and the Belleville Area 
Museum under one umbrella; 

e Split the Parks and Recreation Director 
to a Parks Director and a Recreation 
Director. This provides the Community 
Services Department with a Recreation 
Director to focus on programming and a 
future Parks Director whose primary role 
will be to improve the parks; 

e Approved Tammy Dohring as Executive 
Assistant to the Public Services Director, 
since Renaud had moved up; and 

e Approved a Salaried Employee Salary 
Scale to keep up with the job market. 

The cost of the changes amounts to 
$184,164, which will be taken from the 
fund balance. The changes are effective 


immediately and will be on the pay period 
ending May 22. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said all the board 
members met with Sumpter on this and 
there are no further questions. 

Clerk Leon Wright thanked McNamara 
for directing Director Sumpter to work on 
this. “It is very well-deserved and needed,” 
Clerk Wright said. 

“We have a good team of highly 
intelligent people,’ McNamara said. “I’m 
glad they’re in my life.” 

The board also approved 5% raises 
effective immediately for elected officials 
with the salaries for fiscal 2021: 

e Supervisor: $98,222; 

e Clerk: $94,347; 

¢ Treasurer: $94,347; and 

e Trustees: $18,059. 

Sumpter said this is an effort to bring the

township salaries in line with the market 
which has to start at the board level. 

Trustees are not afforded healthcare, 
effective Nov. 20, 2020, but they received 
$300 monthly in lieu of coverage. The new 
figure is $500. 

Part of the resolution is a salary scale that 
lists the salaries from the new minimum 
this year through six steps to the maximum 
for elected officials, deputies, directors, 
superintendents, administrative, and 
coordinators/specialists. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-40 
minute zoom meeting on May 18 the board: 

e Approved amendments to the PA 198 
Tax Abatement Policy to give weight 
to companies including local talent 
recruitment and training, exceptional 
participation, and design benefits as part of 
their projects; 


e Approved the agreement between the 
township and Wayne County Appraisal 
(WCA) for assessing services for three 
years, starting June 1, with the first year 
$75,000, the second $78,000 and the third 
$81,120, with no fringe benefits. Township 
assessor Linda Stevenson is retiring June 
1 after 32 years of service and so the 
township is contracting out for the service. 
The township requires a Level IV Assessor 
to authorize the assessing roll for Wayne 
County and the State of Michigan. A job 
posting for a Level IV Assessor was posted 
from March 20 to April 18 at $80,000 to 
$83,232, with no response. There are fewer 
than 120 Level IV Assessors in the state 
of Michigan. WCA also does assessing 
services for 35 Michigan communities, 
including Sumpter Township and the city 
of Belleville. Jennifer Stamper, who lives 
in Huron Township, will be in the VBT 
office; 

e Approved the second — final — reading of 
an ordinance to clarify required minimum 
useable floor area per dwelling in 
independent senior housing developments 
and to allow additional signage in senior 
housing developments; 

e Approved the reappointment of 
Denise Partridge to the Water and Sewer 
Commission with a term to expire June 1, 
2023; 

e Heard McNamara say he will bring a 
resolution to the next meeting’s agenda 
to join the city of Belleville and Sumpter 
Township to request putting the tri- 
community in one legislative district. He 
also will have a plan at that meeting to 
open the senior center; and 

e Heard Recreation Director Jennifer 
Zaenglin say the Belleville Lake Fest will 
take place on June 25-27 and all the details 
are on the Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce website. 


Van Buren School Board to file unfair labor practices against VBEA

Following a closed-door session on 
Monday, the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education voted unanimously 
to file unfair labor practice charges with 
the Michigan Employment Relations 
Commission against its teachers’ union, 
the Van Buren Education Association. 

The resolution that was passed said the 
VBEA, MEA/NEA, (further referred to 
as the Association) filed a grievance by a 
single teacher to challenge the caseload 
allocation for virtual teachers and the 
grievance was denied at all levels. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said one part of 
the teachers’ contract refers to class sizes 


and for the remote teaching the classes 
were made bigger for remote so they could 
have smaller in-person classes. 

He said the Public Employment Relations 
Act has specific language on that. 

On March 11, the Association indicated it 
would advance the grievance to Arbitration. 
On May 8, the Association’s attorney asked 
the school district to select an arbitrator 
to hear the grievance concerning virtual 
teacher caseloads. 

The resolution states that under Section 
15(3)(h) of PERA, “decisions concerning 
use of technology to deliver educational 
programs and services and staffing to 
provide that technology, or the impact of 
those decisions on individual employees or 


the bargaining unit” is a prohibited subject 
of bargaining. 

Also, under Section 15(4) of PERA, “the 
matters described in subsection (3) are 
prohibited subjects of bargaining between 
a public school employer and a bargaining 
representative of its employees, and, for 
the purposes of this act, are within the sole 
authority of the public school employer to 
decide.” 

The board reviewed the draft of the 
Unfair Labor Practice Charge in closed 
session with its attorney and administration 
and then, in open session, authorized 
Supt. Kudlak in consultation with Thrun 
Law Firm, P.C. to file any and all actions 
including, but not limited to, filings with 


the Michigan Employment Relations 
Commission regarding the unfair labor 
practice, seek damages or injunctive action, 
and take other action as deemed necessary.

We received a comment that went into 
our spam on May 15 and I just found it 
on Friday. The writer, AL, commented on 
something the city council discussed at its 
May 17 meeting.

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There are things 
we hold in common 


To the editor: 

To those that have written in response to 
my earlier articles, I am genuinely grateful. 
You seem like compassionate people and 
the world could use more of that. You have 
also exemplified some very admirable 
traits. 

First, you have expressed what can only 
be described as deeply held convictions. 
You believe some things to be right and 
others to be wrong. Second, you have 
courageously expressed your opinions, 
despite possible conflicts. And third, you 
have demonstrated that you don’t like 
others telling you what you must do, 
especially the government. All of these 
are important and valuable concepts and I 
commend you for acting on them. 

However, I urge you to consider that many 
others, your neighbors and fellow citizens, 
value these same concepts as well. They 
don’t want the government to silence their 
opinions or force them to abandon their 
deeply held convictions either. They also 
don’t want others telling them what they 
must do, especially the government. Just 
because an individual’s view is different 
doesn’t mean his right to express it is less 
important. It is for these reasons that the 
Equality Act raises concerns: concerns that 
should be debated and carefully weighed. 

I appreciated one reader that invited 
further discussion. That is precisely what 
should happen: but first a few ground rules. 

1. There should be no name calling. This 
is called an Ad Hominem attack. It is a 
logical fallacy. It avoids the substance of 
the message by attacking the character of 
the messenger. It’s also not very friendly. 
Let’s not do this. 

2. We shouldn’t criticize an argument 
because the speaker doesn’t have the 
“right” credentials. This is called an Appeal 
to Authority and is also a logical fallacy. 
No one person, (or group of people), has 
secret knowledge, especially where the 
subject pertains to universal experiences. 
We can all contribute to the discussion. 

3. Let’s not dismiss an opinion by 
grouping it into a pre-packaged category. 
This is a shorthanded way of pre-judging 
an opinion without weighing the opinion 
on its merits. We would do well to avoid 
this. 

Our community is full of bright and 
thoughtful people who have valuable 
things to offer simply for being humans. 
I urge you to tackle the difficult issues by 
persuasion instead of anger. Hopefully, we 
will all be the better for it.

To the editor: 

The outbreak of Covid-19 has had a 
substantial impact on American lives. Most 
of us, can list a myriad of ways that their 
lives are different now than they were just 
over a year ago. Guiding Harbor and the 
residents of Girlstown are no different. 

Belleville has been the home to Girlstown 
since it was founded it in 1958. Girlstown 
is a place for female youth, ages 10-17 
years old, who are in foster care. Residents 
come to Girlstown because they have 
developed ineffective ways of managing 
their emotions or behavior due to the 
trauma they have experienced. Girlstown’s 
goal is to help youth learn how to better 
manage their emotions and behaviors, to 
gain independent living skills, and have a 
safe place to thrive. 

Pre-pandemic, the residents of Girlstown 
attended Van Buren Public Schools. They 
held jobs and participated in activities in the 
Belleville and surrounding communities 
— like going to the movies, skating, and 
window shopping. Girlstown takes pride in 
its youth being connected to the Belleville 
community as much as possible. 

Once Covid-19 hit in the spring of 2020, 
everything came to a screeching halt. This 
was necessary because our residents live 
in a congregate setting, a prime setting for 
the easy spread of Covid-19 if we were 
not careful. Staff were all required to wear 
Personal Protective Equipment (PPE) 
and to complete daily health screenings. 
Visitors were no longer permitted at the 
residence. All community employment and 
activities stopped, and school moved to a 
virtual platform. The residents who once 
felt connected to the Belleville community, 
were even more isolated. 

The staff and residents of Girlstown made 
the best of this by being creative with games 
and activities that could be done at the 
building. Staff were incredibly responsible 
and followed safety precautions at work 
and at home. Many staff chose to get 
vaccinated against Covid-19 to help reduce 
the potential for serious illness and spread 
of the virus. 

A year later, some of the strict guidelines 
have been relaxed to some degree. The staff 
and residents of Girlstown are safe and 
healthy and have remained so throughout 
the year. As the Guiding Harbor CEO, I 
take great pride in ensuring staff and all 
those under our care and supervision are as 
safe and healthy as possible. 

Girlstown is currently hiring Residential 
Treatment Staff for morning, afternoon, 
and midnight shifts; this role is essential to 
ensuring that the youth are fully supported 
by caring adults they can trust.

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Belleville DDA allocates $1,000 to cover band for First-Wednesday event

On May 19, members of the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority discussed 
at length the First-Wednesday summer event 
that was to kick off June 2 and feature a live 
band on a stage with four or five food trucks 
nearby to serve the public. 

This First-Wednesday event has been 
approved to take place from about 6 to 9 p.m. 
on Fourth Street Place, in front of the district 
library. The next events are July 7, Aug. 4, and 
Sept. 1. 

After much discussion, the DDA voted 
unanimously to allocate up to $1,000 for the 
band. 

DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern said 
the Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
will host the event, so the DDA isn’t hosting 
events. 

At the April meeting, Ken Voigt, representing 
the Belleville Area Council for the Arts and 
Music Lakeside, asked the DDA for $3,000 
to cover bands for the four events. The DDA 
needed more information and agreed to vote 
on it at its May meeting. 

Voigt did not attend the May 19 meeting. 

Treasurer Sabrina Richardson-Williams had 
concerns about whether the $3,000 was just 
for the band. She asked if they could cut a 
check only after they know what the cost is. 
Voigt had said some bands are $750 and some 
are more. 

Jason Mida agreed that Williams had 
legitimate concerns and the DDA doesn’t have 
hard figures. “I don’t think we should just cut 
a check for $3,000 ... but break it up into four 
bands and separate motions.” 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said when Music 
Lakeside was starting, the DDA helped with 
donations, but required details, such as just 
who was coming and the exact amount. She 
said they could require details now and write 
the check the night of the event after they were 
sure the band was there and was performing. 
She questioned giving $3,000 and noted this 
needs to be transparent. 

She said a lot of groups became successful 
after the DDA helped them start up. 

DDA member Kelly McWilliams said she was 
working with a group called Food Trucks to 


You and she is trying to get three to five trucks 
for the June 2 event. She said Wednesday is a 
popular day for food trucks. McWilliams said 
the money they were seeking from the DDA 
was just for the bands and the trucks would 
come without cost to the community. 

There was a lot of discussion and then 
Mayor Conley asked if anyone has talked to 
the library and McGovern said, “Not to my 
knowledge.” 

“We're closing the entrance to the library,” 
said Mayor Conley. “Don’t you think the 
library should know we’re closing the street?” 
McGovern said she would let them know. 

Williams said she asked that question at the 
last meeting and, “It’s only a courtesy to let 
them know.” 

Nobody knew of any plans for a rainout and 
McWilliams said, “I sure they don’t want food 
in the library.” 

After more discussion Williams made a 
motion to write a check for up to $750 for 
the band and Mida seconded it. After more 
discussion, that motion was withdrawn and a 
motion was made by McWilliams, seconded 
by secretary Denise Baker, to write a check up 
to $1,000. This motion was passed. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-14- 
minute zoom meeting on May 19, the DDA: 

e Approved the 2021-22 DDA budget, as 
recommended by the Finance Committee, 
made up of Treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams and Secretary Denise Baker. 
William said it was pretty much like last year. 
Total revenue and expenditures balanced at 
$835,445, with revenues up from last year’s 
$806,738; 

e Heard Mayor Kerreen Conley report that 
the city council wants to try to get the DDA 
budget to it by April, so it can be included in 
the city budget that goes to a public hearing 
June 7 without having to be amended. DDA 
Coordinator Carol Thompson said the DDA 
doesn’t get the revenue numbers until the end 
of April. She said the city has not been able to 
give the DDA the numbers it needs to complete 
the budget and, “It has to be a push on either 
side.” Mayor Conley said the city can give the 
DDA its budget schedule next year so the city 
budget, which contains the DDA budget, can 
be adopted at the first meeting in June. “We

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Sumpter Township updates year-old COVID-19 plan

At its regular meeting via zoom on May 
11, the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
approved a revised COVID-19 . preparedness 
and response plan, replacing the March 2020 
plan.

pretty bad shape and are bent and fading. The 
board added the item to the agenda and then 
approved it; 

e Heard Supervisor Tim Bowman announce 
the Futernick case is finally settled and the 
township received over 100 permit requests 
from the owner of the mobile home parks. 
He also announced that Forgotten Harvest 
has announced it is looking forward to 
setting up in Sumpter Township to service the 
community.

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VBT moves forward on getting 
intersection cameras for police

Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara told the stories of several, 
unsolved drive-by shootings in the township 
over the past few years and said that is why 
he personally is putting forward a plan to get 
surveillance cameras at intersections that can 
record license plates. 

At the May 18 zoom meeting of the 
township board, Supervisor McNamara said 
two years ago some yahoo did a drive-by 
shooting and went to the freeways and got 
away. He referred to the drive-by shooting in 
Belleville, where they did get a license plate 
number and recovered the car carrying the 
shooter. 

He said in VBT, seven bullets were put into 
a woman’s car at her $300,000 home at 11:43 
a.m. The shooter got away and then there 
was another shooting at that location and the 
shooter got away again, he said. 

“London does this,’ McNamara said, 
saying the cameras at freeway entryways 
allow police to get the plate numbers. 

[The Independent asked VBT Police Chief 
Jason Wright for details on Supervisor 
McNamara’s statement about shootings. 
Chief Wright said, “Over the last couple 
of years we have had some shots fired at 
various locations throughout the township at 
apartment complexes, single-family dwelling 
neighborhoods, and a couple of businesses in 
which we did not get a license plate and all we 
had was a vehicle make and model and color. 
Many times, the individuals knew each other 
and refused to cooperate with identifying 
anyone. These shots fired were not just 
random incidents. I believe the incidents 
that Kevin McNamara was generalizing and 
commenting on ... were the same shooting. 
We caught that individual a few weeks later; 
however, it was very hard to identify that 
suspect who was seen in a silver or white 
Cadillac with no license plate description. We 
have experienced some violent crime within 
the township, as well (couple of homicides), 
in which a camera system could have aided 
our investigative efforts with potentially 
capturing a suspect vehicle, license plate, or 
direction of travel. I hope this helps explain 
it better, and, yes, from time to time we 
have investigated a shots-fired call in which

we could not identify a suspect or suspect 
vehicle, however, fortunately no one was hit 
or hurt.”] 

A viewer said online at the zoom meeting 
that he thinks the intersection cameras are 
a good idea and asked if the technology 
searched databases for information on the 
plate or does that have to be done manually? 

McNamara’s assistant Dan Selman said 
there is technology to identify license plate 
numbers at speeds up to 80 mph. The quote 
of $287,149.21 is just a reference, since there 
are different things that can be included in the 
technology, Selman said. 

Kevin Taylor of Axis Communications 
Intersection Solution, based in Atlanta, 
outlined the worldwide services of the 
company. Jason Hanse of Metro Detroit

Integrated Systems showed the seven 
intersections in the township targeted for 
cameras to read license plate numbers:

McNamara said there is new technology 
that reads the license plates and Belleville is 
going to get that for their cars. “It’s cutting 
edge and could link with a database,” 
McNamara said. 

Taylor said there is an option to link it to 
the NCIC national information center. “There 
are a lot of options,” he said, noting it could 
be streamed to a service for more powerful 
reading. He said in Ogden, Utah, there was a 
high-level criminal caught within days using 
this Recor service. 


“We use videos every single day,” said 
Police Chief Wright, in explaining the use of 
videos. He said most retail stores have videos 
and what the township is presenting is just 
another way. He said this service provides 
outstanding clarity, adding store camera 
resolution sometimes is not clear. “We use 
videos all the time.” 

Trustee Reggie Miller said surveillance 
plays a powerful role in safety for residents. 
She asked if the cameras could be paired with 
a weather station. She also asked the cost to 
maintain the system. 

Taylor said the weather station idea was 
started up in Italy and basically turns the 
cameras into weather stations and alert them 
to dangerous situations on the roadways. 
As to the physical maintenance, there is no 
physical maintenance on the cameras. They 
have remote zoom and focus capabilities. The 
cleaning of the face or dome of the camera 
need to be done from time to time, but you 
don’t have to touch the equipment. 

McNamara said he estimates maintenance 
of 5% a year, about $20,000. 
Taylor said there are concerns by the public 


on surveillance and so a general policy 
should be drafted covering primary use, how 
long to store data, whether it can be shared 
and whether it is compliant with the Freedom 
of Information Act. 

Chief Wright said the plan is to maintain 
data for 30 days and then write over it. He 
said after an incident, they would go to the 
data and retain it. They would not be holding 
a tremendous amount of data. 

Trustee Kevin Martin asked if the cameras 
are motion-triggered. Taylor said they could 
be and in the past they were because of the 
storage cost. But now the cost has come 
down and there is a leaner data stream. He 
said they could look at motion-triggered. 

Hanse said there is a hard-wire connection, 
30 days retention and continuous recording. 

Taylor said some of the incidents happen in 
broad daylight and some people look at the 
cameras and see them and do crimes where 
the cameras are. 

“Our industry does not have a good 
reputation,” Taylor said. “Stores buy the 
least expensive, with poor images.” He said 
New Orleans excluded the concept of using 
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the camera to deter or solve crimes and use 
it to save time and increase efficiency for 
emergency first responders. 

Trustee Martin said this is a good idea for 
the township and a good tool for the Public 
Safety Department. He asked if the cameras 
will cover two lanes. 

Paige Reid, manufacturing representative, 
said it could cover one to three lanes, 
depending on the lens size and video. 

“It’s not going to stop crime,” McNamara 
said, adding when the yahoos flee to the 
freeway, the police will get their plate 
numbers. 

Clerk Leon Wright said he fully supports 
the project and agrees it won’t stop crime, but 
it definitely will put a dent in crime, using 
high-quality equipment. 

Trustee Donald Boynton concurred with 
Clerk Wright and Trustee Martin, adding he 
is quite familiar with the software from his 
previous employment. 

McNamara said they have a quote and 
could put it out to bid and look at what the 
township wants and doesn’t want.

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1- ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
Pursuant to this Ordinance, the following sections of the Charter Township of Van 
Buren Zoning Ordinance shall be amended in accordance with the below text 
upon the effective date of this Amendment: 


Section 5.143. Senior Housing 


(C) 


Required Site Minimum Usable Floor Area in Square 
Feet Per Dwelling Unit. 


(1.) Independent Living Units: Efficiency/studio and 
one-bedroom dwelling units: 650 square feet; Two- 
bedroom dwelling units: 850 square feet. Common- 
space/community space/spaces with amenities 
within the building can be included in the required 
per-unit usable floor area calculation, not to exceed 
amaximum of 10% of the unit size. Community space/ 
common areas shall include recreation rooms, library, 
spa, dining areas, game rooms and similar areas of 
congregation within the building. Balconies, decks, 
patios, unenclosed open spaces, elevators, utility 


rooms, storage rooms for units, corridor space and 
similar areas _shall_ not be included in such 


determination. 


Refer to Section 2.102 (233) for definition of usable 


floor area. 


(2.) State of Michigan licensing requirements regulate 
Assisted Living Unit size. 


(3.) No living unit within a senior housing development 
may contain more than two (2) bedrooms. 


(G) Signs. The sign standards in Article 11 shall apply to all senior 
housing developments. Specific sign standards for senior 
housing developments shall be the same as the sign size and 
placement requirements as the underlying zoning district, 
except that if wall signs are used, they are restricted to limits of 
Section 11.108(A). 


SECTION 2 - SEVERABILITY 


Should any provision or part of this Ordinance be declared by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid or unenforceable, the same shall not 
affect the validity or enforceability of the balance of this Ordinance, which 
shall remain in full force and effect. 


SECTION 3 - REPEALER 


All other provisions of the Zoning Ordinance, or Ordinances or parts of 
Ordinances, in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby repealed only to the extent 
necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 


SECTION 4 - SAVINGS CLAUSE 


Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or any rights acquired or any liability incurred, or any cause 
or causes of action acquired or existing, under the Zoning Ordinance, or any act 
or Ordinance hereby repealed as cited in Section 3 of this Ordinance; nor shall 
any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired, or affected 
by this Ordinance. 


SECTION 5 - EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby ordered to take effect seven (7) 
days after publication of the notice of adoption in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the Township. This Ordinance shall be immediately 
recorded by the Township Clerk inthe Township Ordinance Book as soon as it 
is adopted, which record shall be authenticated by the signatures of the 
Supervisor and Clerk and shall be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the Township within fifteen (15) days of passage. A copy of this 
Ordinance may be purchased or inspected at the Clerk's Office, 46425 Tyler 
Road, Van Buren Township, MI 48111 during normal business hours.
